Dear Editor 

In response to John Doland’s letter of last month in 
which he feels able to defend the parish council’s 
position regarding the lack of progress in removing the 
former Barber’s Shop, it would have been far more 
helpful if he had used his time to provide the informa- 
tion that 99% of the residents are kept in the dark over. 
It’s all very well that the discussions are recorded on 
council minutes, but this informetion is just not getting 
through to the constituents. 

Can I ask that the latest position is now made clear to all 
the village through this publication ancl specifically, 
what the hold up is now in removing it, what the 
solution is and what is the time line for achieving it. 
This building has been a blot on the landscape of the 
village, since its construction over 30 years ago as a site 
office for selling houses in the village. It should have 
been removed then and never given life as a retail 
premises. The small rent it provided to the village has 
been far outweighed by the damage this unsightly 
building has done to its image. 

I would go so far as to say that it is a significant factor 
in the low average house prices recorded in this village. 
I was also amused by the irony of the letter, in which 
“riders in the stand" are criticised by Mi: Doland over 
this issue, only for Mr Doland in the next. paragraph, to 
criticise the District Council over the xmas/new year bir 
collection. Welcome to the stand Mr Doland. 


I note with dismay that another bus shelter in the 
village has been reduced to a pile of bricks. 
I’m referring to the one just off the main entrance to the 
village to the left. Five years ago another shelter, as you 
exit the village to the flyover, was demolistied and has 
never been replaced. Each day now I see a crowd of 
‘ soggy school children soaking up the rain in their 
crimson woollen jumpers and no doubt stay wet all day. 
What plans are there to rebuild these two shelters? 
If you wish to make public transport attractive, you 
need to provide wet weather _ shelters. 
I am still waiting to hear the pian to rernove the burnt 
out hairdressers from the entrance to the village. Is 6 
years not long enough to sort this out? 

If money can be found to build a complete council 
suite of offices surely two bus shelters can be 
managed. 

Come on Bar Hill Council, let’s have some action— 
or at least an explanation.

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County Councillor John Reynolds’ Report 
International Climate Exchange project (CE) and 
SmartLIFE 
The International Climate Exchange (ICE) prog:amme 
of climate change projects has secured its first £250,000 
funding. This will fund the feasibility stage for the 
building of the ICE Centre at Cambridge Regional 
College (CRC) Science Park Campus. 

SmartLIFE has made it through 2 rounds of the interna- 
tional competition to find most innovative and sustain- 
able project in the last EU funding programme round. 
This means we are in the top 20 EU projects. 

Civil Parking Enforcement 

In December last year, Governmerit introduced new 
regulations under the Traffic Management Act 2004 
which are required to be implemented by 31st March this 
year, they include; 

e Making a new parking order for Cambridge to 
enable enforcement under the Traffic Management Act 
rather than the Road Traffic Regulation Act 

e Setting a new tariff band for penalty charges based 
on a two tier system of contraventions with a higher 
charge for serious offences 

A & B road speed limit review 

Information on the priority list for the assessment of 
speed limits above 30 mph on all A & B roads will be 
sent to all Parish Councils. The four-year programme 
now consists of 87 individual reviews. 

Once each review assessment has been completed, the 
recommendations will be reported to the loval parish 
councils before the recommendations are taken forward 
for implementation. 

Cambridgeshire Guided Busway 

Approximately 1.7 km of guideway has been constructed 
and earthworks and foundation works are proceeding 
towards Histon. Once the guideway reaches Oakington, 
trials with buses are planned. Five bus manufacturers 
are interested in participating. 

Work at the junctions of Park Lane and Station Road, 
Histon, and at Cambridge Regional College is progress- 
ing and is on target. Gravel Bridge, between Long- 
stanton and Oakington, has been demolished « this was 
slightly delayed when additional cables were discovered, 
and it took some time to get BT to admit ownership. 
Cambridge Northwest — The Inspector for the South 
Cambs Local Development Framework site Specific 
Policies Examination has sought additional information 
regarding the implications of the release of land between 
Huntingdon Road and Histon Road for further develop- 
ment. The County has responded on the transport and 
highways implications as requested.

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District Councillor Bunty Waters’ Report 


COUNCIL TAX - this will be set in late February. 
However, South Cambs is the collecting authority for 
Cambridgeshire County Council, the Cambridgeshire 
Vire Service, the Cambridgeshire Police and funding 
requested from your Parish Council for your village, 
the amount we, as residents pay covers all these 
services. The council's settlement from central 
government equates in cash terms to an increase of 
£29,000 for next year, - this is on a net budget of some 
£13.8million (in 2008/09). 

SCDC had looked to budget up to £1 million per year 
by 2011/12 to assist with the revenue costs of running 
community facilities in Northstowe. However, the 
council is now proposing to remove this funding and 
look to the developers and government agencies to 
provide the necessary funding 

Detailed planning for our new communities will 
continue, for instance with the development of a 
Northstowe Trust, but we are going to have to signifi- 
cantly reduce our plans for supporting future commu- 
nity facilities and services in Northstowe. We are 
clear that it is not right to ask our current residents 
to fund the growth agenda through local council 
tax. 

FLY TIPPING 

An enforcement officer from South Cambridgeshire 
District Council (SCDC) got a surprise when a routine 
call to remove fly-tipped bin bags turned into a drugs 
haul. The pile of half a dozen carefully wrapped bin 
bags had been dumped in Fulbourn Road, Teversham 
some time before or during the weekend and were 
reported by a local resident. 

When the officer began removing the bags on Monday 
afternoon he discovered they were full of freshly 
picked cannabis leaves. The police were immediately 
alerted and they removed the cannabis to be de- 
stroyed. 

If you suspect someone of fly-tipping anywhere in 
South Cambridgeshire, or have information that might 
help with the identity of the fly-tippers in this case, 
please gather as much information as possible includ- 
ing the location, time, date, description of what or who 
you saw, including the registration numbers of any 
vehicles involved, and let us know.

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District Councillor Roger Hall’s report 


Post Office Closures 
During the last ten years, about a quarter of the UK's 
network of post offices have closed. These have mainlv 
been in urban areas. A recent Government discussion 
document on the future of the Post Office network 
revealed plans for the closure of a further 2,500 before 
the end of this year. These will be mainly in rural areas 
where closure often means the end of the village shop as 
well. Access criteria would ersure that 99% of the 
population would live within 3 miles of a post office and 
90% within 1 mile but it is not stated whether these are 
by road, ‘as the crow flies' or field footpath. Consultation 
with postmasters as to which post offices will close will 
begin next month with a list of those proposed for 
closure due in July. South Cambridgeshire District 
Council is opposed to post office closures and will be 
contributing information to a County Council survey 
with regard to all post offices in the District. This aims 
to ensure that the Post Office |_td is in possession of 
accurate information. 
Congestion Charges 
South Cambridgeshire District Council has recom- 
mended to the County Council that a ‘comprehensive 
package' of public transport and other alternatives to car 
commuting into Cambridge are put in place before 
traffic management measures such as _ congestion 
charging are considered. These will include improve- 
ment in the evening bus services to and from Bar Hill. 

"Wheelie Bins' 

Residents should be aware that the green. and black 
refuse bins are desiznated to their 
house not to themselves personally. 
People moving into a house, 
therefore, should ensure that those 
moving from the house do not take 
the bins with them. The Council 
has the rizht to charge £60 to 

replace bins that have disappeared.
